The board of railroad commissioners 
has issued the following order grant. 
ing the petition of the Boston & Nort} 
ern Street Railway Company for he 


approval of the board of the ea 
drawal of transfers in the towns of 
Reading, Wakefield, Stoneham ang 


Saugus and the city of Melrose: 
“An investigation of the affairs of 
the Boston & Northern Street Rail. 
Way Company must convince the fair- 
minded that if the company 1s to eorn 
a reasonable dividend upon investment 
it must increase its earnings, : 

“The experience of this company is 
rot exceptional, Out of 102 companies 
doing business in the state 12 only 
have for the last five years earned ani 
paid divdends amounting to 5 per cent 
Thirty-eight only of the 102 companies 
paid any dividend last year. The Bos- 
ton & Northern.earned last year less 
than 2 per cent. It will make a some- 
what better showing this year, but one 
which, with proper reserve for main- 
tenance, will permit a small return 
cnly upon the capital represented jin 
the railway property. . 

“The so-called capital of the associa. 
tion which has bought the aiock a 
the corporate companies and issued its 
own preferred and common shares 
upon the basis of such holdings is in 
ne way recognized in deciding this 
question of fare or any other questions 
in which the public are interested the 
board dealing exclusively with ” the 
capital stock of the corporate compan- 
ies outstanding against appraised prop- 
erty values. 

“In the course of argument reference 
has been made to the fact that the 
Boston & Northern system includes 
both the paying and the non-paying 
smaller railways of former years. This 
is true, but in the scale against any 
local loss from combination there must 
be we®&hed the fact that it was only 
through the consolidation of properties 
and of ‘management that the public 
could have secured the quicker, more 


comfortable and larger service, with 
connecting lines and through cars, 
which exists today over the greater 


part of the system. Figures have been 
given which show the hundreds at 
thousands of dollars which the consoli- 


dated _company has expended, and 
which the component companies, had 
they remained independent, could not 


have expended, in improving roadbed, 
equipment and service. The work is 
not yet finished, indeed the ability to 
finish it is more or less directly Con- 
nected with the success of the effort 
which the company is now making to 
increase its receipts. 

“Expenditures have been subject of 
criticism. Some items of cost are lirge

Breadwinners’ College at Boston. 

The educational experiment which Is 
tS be tried in Boston under the name 
of the Breadwinners’ college was open- 
ed with addresses by Meyer Bloom- 
field, the leading spirit, and several 
others. The object is to give an oppor- 
tunity for advanced education to those 
who cannot afford to go to college. 


School For Backward Children, 

The New York board of education 
has decided to organize a special school 
for the benefit of backward children of 
the crowded east side. It will be at- 
tended by children Who have been kept 
out of school for one cause or another, 
truants and incorrigibles, by those who 
have been in the children’s courts and 
by cripples. 

Playground Self Government. 

The Chicago school board has given 
its approval to the plan of transform- 
ing public school playgrounds into min- 
jature self governing cities which has 
recently been applied to the New York 
public playgrounds. The pupils are to 
elect their own mayor and council, and 
the older boys will be appointed as po- 
licemen to carry out the will of the 
“administration” as to sports. 


The attention of the public has been 
caught by one passage in the opening 
address of President Butler of Colum- 
bia in reference to the recent expo- 
sures of wrongdoing by eminent finan- 
ciers. He said we have been watching 
reputations melt away liké snow before 
the sun of publicity, and men who for 
years have been trusted are seen to be 
mere speculators with the money of 
others and pilferers of the savings of 
the poor. “Put bluntly,” le added, “the 
situation which confronts Americans 
today is due to lack of moral princl- 
ple.”’ 

He declared there were many busi- 
ness men and lawyers counted shrewd 
and successful who have substituted 
the penal code for the moral law. Right 
and wrong had given way to the subtle 
distinction “between honest, law-hon- 
est and dishonest.”

ADVICE TO STUDENTS. 


CAMBRIDGE, Oct. 4—Practically 
every man in the Harvard freshman 
class and many upper class men were 
on hand last night at the faculty re- 
ception te new students held in the 
Harvard union, Dean N. 8. Shaler 
presided and made a short speech of 
welcome to the freshmen before in- 
troducing the speakers of the evening, 
President Eliot, Prof. E, C. Moore 
and T. N. Perkins of the Harvard cor- 
poration, 

Dean Shaler told of the remarkable 
evidence of devotion to Harvard that 
was shown by his examination of the 
financial records of the university from 
its founding to the present day, Ia 
the 270 years that have passed since 
Harvard was founded there has never 


been a cent missing from the vast 
amount of funds that are annual'ty 


handled by the officers. 


When President Eliot was introduced 
he was given an ovation which lasted 
several minutes, He said: 

“It is 56 years since I came here, a 
new student as many of you are, I 
have had a chance to see the steady 
Stream of men who have come and 
gone here during that time. I have 
had a chance to see what the durable 
satisfactions of life turn out to be, T 
have seen the sons and grandsons of 
men that I knew coming in here tw 
be Harvard men, as their fathers were. 
I hope that you, as they, are after the 
durable satisfactions of life, They 
are the satisfactions that are going 
to last and grow. 


“There is one jndispensable founda~ 
tion a young man ought to have—he 
cught-to be a clean, Wholesome, vigor- 
ous young animal, That is the founda- 
tion for everything else in this life. 
We have to build everything else of a 
useful career on bodily wholesomeness 
end vitality. This involves not conde- 
scending to the ordinary vices of life. 
You must avold drunkenness and li- 
centiousness in order to be a clean, 
wholesome, vigorous, young animal, 


“But this alone will not satisfy you. 
Sports are legitimate satisfactions, but 
if they are made the main end they 
cease to be durable satisfactions. They 
must be incidental, not the main end. 
To attain all these things we must 
huve intellectual power and ambition. 
This mental enjoyment should come 
best to the educated man. The educa- 
ted class live by the exercise of the in- 
tellectual powers, and they enjoy ‘life 
of this sort better than those class 
which work with their hands for the 
livelihood. A 

“A young man ought to get here in 
coNege a capacity for rapId and keen 
intellectual Jaber. It ds the main 
achievement of college life to win this 
mental force, There is, however, some- 
thing beyond this power of mental la- 
bor. You must have a spotless repu- 
tation. It comes from living on honor. 
There ure some things that the honor- 
able man will not do and can not do. 
He never degrades or debases a wom- 
an. He never oppresses persons weak- 
er or poorer than himself. He is hon- 
est, sincere, candid, generous. It is 
not enough to be honest, however, the 
honorable man must be generous. Gen- 
erous in his judgments of his friends, 
in his judgments of men and women 
and of history. Generosity is a beauti- 
ful attribute of a man of honor. 


“What is the evidence of an honor- 
able life? You look now for favorable 
judgment from your elders, from your 


teachers, parents and counselors, bul 
that isnot the ultimate tribunal, The 
ultimate tribunal is your contemporar- 
les and the younger generation. The 
judgment of your contemporaries is 
made up early in: your college course 
and in a wuy that lasts for jife, it 
is made by persons to whom you have 
never spoken and who you think do 
not know you. Yet a general impres- 
sion of you exists, 

“Live now in the fear of that tri- 
bunal; not an abject fear, for inde- 
pendence is a quality in the honorahle 
man, ‘Cherish a decent respect for the 
opinions of mankind,’ but never let 
that interfere with your personal dec- 
laration of independence. 

“It is a very safe protective rule to 
live today as if you were going to mar- 
ry a pure woman within a month. 
That rule is a very safe rule for life. 

“It is well to learn to work intense- 
ly. It is well to do in one day what 
it takeg three to do ordinarily. It is 
wel] not to take four years to do what 


can be done in three. Learn to get 
this power and use it. 
“Lastly, live today and every other 


day like a man of honor.” 

Prof. E. ©. Moore, university 
preacher, told in a few words the mis- 
sion of the university chapel, and cit- 
ed Dean’ Shaler’s remarks that it wa3 
a good way to begin the day's work.

Municipal Ownership In Europe. 

Professor L. 8S. Rowe of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania has just returned 
from Europe after spending three 
months in the study of municipal own- 
ership, most of the time in Germany 
and France. In Germany about thirty 
cities have acquired title to their street 
ear lines in the last ten years. The 
success of this movement he attributes 
to the failure of private corporations 
to furnish adequate facilities. He finds 
that the financial results have been dis- 
appointing, but thinks that this is due 
in part to the heavy payments which 
cities were compelled to make the com- 
panies as indemnity for -unexpired 
franchises. 
is the extension of the lines into out- 
lying districts, thus relieving the con- 
gestion of the centers of population. 
Next to this comes the lowering of the 
fares so as to favor the migration of 
the working classes. In German cities 
244 cents pays for a ride, and monthly 
commutation tickets are sold for $1.50 
over one mile sections. In spite of the 
difficulties more than four-fifths of the 
cities owning their own street railways 
are operating them at a considerable 
profit to the social and financial wel- 
fare of the entire community.
